RALMISTRY 


“Or tho Language of the Hand." 

Part H. '

'When the student of palmistry- has 
learned to rend the characteristics of 
the shape, or formation of the hand, 
the next observation to make is the 
type and originality of the thumb and 
lingers, 

Smooth lingers mean love of detail 
and exactness in little things, especial¬ 
ly If they* are long fingers. The pos¬ 
sessor of short fingers Is impulsive 

and unconventional find hasty in 

speech. A thumb, pressing close to 
(he first finger denotes economy, a 
money maker, avarice and ambition; a 
long first finger suggests love of rule, 
a long fourth (or little finger), a power 
and tact to uitluence people. Taper¬ 
ing fingers and ft narrow palm denote 
tin artistle nature; sometimes the pos¬ 
sessor is delicate and sometimes this 
is the sign of resignation In the pass¬ 
ing of events. 

A very long third finger denotes 
risky undertakings. Fingers spread 
apart show strong determination. Firm 
fingers belong to the intense natures, 
while soft, flexible fingers which bend 
easily, signify that the possessor is 
eaaSJy governtul of influenced. 

After considering the fingers We 
mast give our attention to the monads 
or mounts. There arc little elevations 
at the base of each finger and thumb. 
Venus is the large mount at the bass 
*.f the thumb. If it is Well defined 
it denotes affection, sympathy, bettevo* 
leave and a desire to please, especially 
the opposite sex. 

The mount of Jupiter Is at the base 
of the first finger and denotes pride, 
ambition and a desire for power. 
Saturn is at the base of the seeoml 
finger and means love of solitude, pru¬ 
dence, love for study and an earnest 
ness in nfl undortakings, When large 
ly developed the possessor generally 
takes it very serious view of life, 

Apollo is the mount at the base of 
the third finger and means love for the 
beautiful, appreciation for all artistic 
things and grace of mind and thought. 
Mercury is at the base of the little 
finger and signifies love of change, 
travel, excitement and love for money. 
Mars, inside the life line, means eoar 
age. If too strongly developed it de¬ 
notes a fighting or quarrelsome disposi¬ 
tion. Stars over Luna mentis ft passive 
courage, a gift which belongs to noble 
characters. It means self sacrifice, 
soil control and « strength to resist 
wrong influences. 

Luna means refinement in taste and 
imagination. It is oof always strong¬ 
ly developed in the strongest and most 
sterling natures. 

ft mast be remarked that the devel¬ 
opment of tho mounts governs the 
quality of the characteristic of the. in¬ 
dividual. A flat mount means utter 
absence of the qualities which ft sig¬ 
nifies. 

There are six important lines on toe 

palm o£ toe fiftfid- 
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The line of the heart should be deep, 
dean and well colored, it may rise 
from Jupiter, where it gives the high¬ 
est typo of lovo, It an?ty rise- between 
the first aud second fingers wheb It 
gives a culm but deop nature. When, 
the line lies straight across the hand, 
it means excess of affection and a great 
tendency to jealousy. When it is 
crossed by many* little lines it means 
inconstancy and flirtatious. .When 
breakft appear ua the lino they signify 
diaftppointments in heart affairs. 

When tho heart Jinn 1ft >*pry small, or 
short, (and sometimes yon wifi see in 
some subjects none at all,) it .means- a 
cold unappreciative nature, A long, 
clear lino indicates an, nffoetiouftto and 
devoted nature. 

Tho line of the head relates to 
jnontftiity and qualities of talents. It 
:cap rise from three different points. 
Frbni the center of Jupiter it denotes 
boundless ambition with reason. It 
Can begin at the commencement, of. the 
line of life, and then, it signifies a 
sensitive cautions nature,: When it 
starts from Mars, inside the lift line, 
it means ft fretful disposition, always 
la conflict. If straight, clear and even, 
the subject has practical Common sense 
and a love for materia! things, When 
this line has a slight slope, it implies 
a loaning: towards imaginative work. 
When it ties straight across the palm 
and curves upon Mars, it shows great 
success n business. If it is broken 
or divided in two under Saturn, it 
tells of sudden death by fatality. A 
winding head line denotes indecision 
and foolishness. If the winding is 
broken and crossed many times witli 
little lines, it denotes danger to the 
brain. Whan the line is high up on 
the band it means that the head will 
rule tho heart; low down on the hand, 
it denotes an extremely sensitive and 
timid nature. 

The line of life should bo long, nar¬ 
row and wofl coiofoil. This promises 
long life, good health and vitality. If 
it is linked or chained it is a sure sign 
of bad health. If the life lino is 
broken in the left hand and joined in 
the right, it means a dangerous illness. 
Broken in both bands signifies death. 
If the life, head and heart lines (fro 
joined together, it denotes n foolhardy 
impulsive nature, • . 

All small lines rising from the life 
line are marks of power and success. 
When the life line divides fit the end 
it means a great change in tho sub -1 
ject’s condition, or dentil in n distant 
land. When little lines cross tile life 
line there are interferences of relatives 
and in business purposes. 

The line of Saturn, or the line of 
fate may rise from the life line; this 
means that success will be won by per¬ 
sonal merit. When it rises from the 
wrist it means extreme good fortune. 
If the line runs beyond the palm it 
shows that the subject will go loo far 
in everything; if it stops too abruptly 
ftt the line of the heart it means that 
success will be prevented by the af¬ 
fections, (the heart controlling the 
mind). When the fate line is stopped 
by the line of the head it denotes that 
mental blundering ptevonta success. 
A sister, (or double fate line,) means 
two distinct careers. It is nn excellent 
sign. When the line is broken there 
Will be many ups and downs, failures 
and shadows, ia life. 

The Hepatic, or Liver Line, usually 
rises from the root of the thnmb near 
the life line, and passes directly to¬ 
wards the mount of Mercury. A well 
colored direct line indicates good 
health and blood; it also shows the 
equilibrium of the heart aud brain. A 
thin red liver line tells of fever. When 
it is broken and intersected it shows 
weakness of digestion and stomach af¬ 
fections. A cross upon the line is a 
warning of illness. 

The line of the sun, or of fame, 
may he found sfurtong from the mount 
of the moon, nr perhaps from the line 
of life. It means brilliancy and suc¬ 
cess, aud a. love of the artistic, When 
it starts from the wrist if is most^fav- 
oruble. If the line Is clear and deep 
it implies celebrity and reward of per¬ 
sonal merit, Dross lines on the line 
mean obstacles and disappointments in 
artistic pursuits. This line Is more
